OF course, we understand the difference in the 
methods of selling books over the counter and 
selling them by a canvass from door to door. 
Each method requires different talent and appli- 
cation. But we cannot understand why booksell- 
ers have let this important branch of the business 
go out of their hands altogether. Every book- 
seller worthy the name, especially in the smaller 
cities, towns, and villages, ought to know his ter- 
ritory to the smallest particular, and for that 
reason be able to handle certain lines, if not all 
subscription-books issued by the leading houses 
in that branch of the business. We know of sev- 
eral retail houses whose subscription department 
has become by far the most important of their 
establishments, and by long odds the most remu- 
nerative. 

Booksellers never hesitate to include toys, wall- 
paper, stationery, hardware, and what not in their 
stock—all of which is bothersome to look after, 
on very little of which money is made, and near- 


~ ly all of which ought to be kept‘anywhere but in 


bookstore. Booksellers will fuss with all these 
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things and let their legitimate trade go to the dry- 
goods stores, and into the hands of peddlers. We 
think with a little enterprise and push in the right 
direction something might be done for the book 
trade. 


* * * 


AND this reminds us that in many letters re- 
ceived at this office the writers, in referring to the 
abuses in the book trade, are inclined to grumble 
at the inevitable. The bazaars, they claim, are 
doing this, that, and the other thing, and the pub- 
lishers are helping along the general demoraliza- 
tion. But what is the book trade doing in the 
meantime? Is it moving along with the tide, and 
making the most of the possibilities? or, is it 
willing to be aimlessly tossed. about on it; or, 
worse still, is it trying to sweep it back to where 
it thinks it belongs? It must not be forgotten 
that this is a progressive age. Much as we may 
regret it, we have to unlearn many old things.and 
acquire new ones, else we shall be left behind. If 
the bazaars can make a living out of an article of 
which they are commonly supposed to know 
nothing, then why shouldn’t #@ bookseller make 
money selling books? ‘‘ Go to the ant,” etc.

Ir will be a surprise to most of the trade to 
learn that Ticknor & Co. have decided to go out 
of business asa firm. They have disposed of all 
their book stock and plant excepting the archi- 
tectural and subscription books and 7he American 
Architect and Building News.

AN AUSTRALIAN BOOKSTORE. 
From the Boston Journai. 


THERE is a building on one of the principal 
streets of Melbourne called the ‘‘ Arcade.” It 
extends clear through to the next street, or nearly 
so, and is the place to visit Saturday evening, 
when the people come to buy their mental pabu- 
lum. The desk and counter are in the centre 
of the immense hall, with a dome above. The 
second floor is a gallery surrounding an open 
space, from which can be seen the hall Silbw ; 
the third the same. This affords a balcony and 


‘promenade, and in the rear, above and below, 


are sections, each one comprising a certain 
class of ete In front of each oie Fa on 
Supporting the gallery above, upon which is an 
inscription from sone heed author of the class 
of literature in the alcove behind. us there 
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are history, philosophy, science, art, fiction, 
poetry, religion, etc., etc. 

In the central hall below I saw an orchestra _ in- 
cluding the ever graceful and romantic harp. 
The people of Melbourne passed up one side 
and down the other ; others reclined against the 
columns or leaned over the balconies viewing 
the tide of life, and others ‘“‘ made believe’ they 
were reading in the secluded alcoves. If one 
wished any particular book, that person would go 
to the counter and give the attendant a clue to 
what was wanted, and it would in all probability 
be found. I wished a volume of the great 
‘*Tichborne Case.” There was none, but a work 
entitled ‘‘ Great Impostors”’ was produced, from 
which was actually read to me what was said 
about Orton, probably the most noted character 
that ever turned up in the colonies. In the even- 
ing the ‘‘ Arcade” is most brilliantly lighted. 
The sections devoted to cheap literature were 
crowded, and those devoted to the discovery of 
Australia and Australasia, or the South Seas, 
were well attended, but I saw no one looking for 
the “ Iliad” or ‘‘Anabasis.” I got pretty near the 
poor fellow tugging away at the double bass and 
the one wrestling with the trombone, as usual, 
and I expect they thought I was“ real impertinent,” 
but the price of a pot of colonial beer would have 
made them all right, I know. 


SOME AUTHORS’ FULL NAMES. 


SEEING Bret Harte’s name on the title-page of 
his latest book the other day recalled to me how 
general had become the habit with authors of 
dropping one of their surnames. How odd Fran- 
cis‘Bret Harte sounds, for example, yet such is 
the author’s baptismal name. Bayard Taylor's 
first name was James ; 
Wilkie Collins’ intimate friends, I imagine, know 
that his name is really William Wilkie Collins, 
and so is the case with many others. Austin 
Dobson was Henry Austin Dobson before he 
took up literature, and Edmund William Gosse 
is to-day known to the world only by his first 
and last names. ‘‘ Henry R. Haggard” sounds 
strange to thousands of ears who know “ Rider 
Haggard.” Brander Matthews was christened 
James Brander Matthews, and Duffield Osborne 
is in reality Samuel Duffield Osborne. Laurence 
Hutton is a contraction of James Laurence Hut- 
ton, and Howard Seeley is Edward Howard 
Seeley, Jr. Frank Stockton is really Francis 
kichard Stockton, while Joaquin Miller is a cor- 
ruption of Cincinnatus Hiner Miller. The prin- 
cipal reason for this contraction of names, | im- 
agine, is that one surname is undoubtedly more 
striking and easier remembered by the public 
than two.—Bok's Literary Leaves. 


How To MAKE LABELS S1icK TO METAL.— 
Paper pasted, gummed, or glued onto metal, 
especially if it has a bright surface, usually comes 
off on the slightest provocation, leaving the ad- 
hesive material on the back of the paper with a 
surface bright and slippery as ice. To overcome 
this the Scientific American suggests that the 
metal be first dipped into a strong and hot solu- 
tion of washing soda, afterwards scrubbing per- 
fectly dry with a clean rag. Onion juice is then 


to be applied to the surface of the metal, and the |

E. R. Rog, the author of “ The Gray and 
the Blue,” ‘‘ Brought to Bay,” etc., has written 
a new story entitled ‘‘ A Woman of Ice, or, Com- 
munism in America.” It is to be published se- 
rially in 7'4e National Reveille,a Chicago journal, 
of which Col. Roe is the editor. 


ANDREW D. MELLICK, Jr., Plainfield, N. J., 
has in preparation a work to be entitled ‘‘ The 
Story of an Old Farm, or, Life in New Jersey in 
the 18th Century,” a ‘semi-social, semi- historical 
study. The author intends to describe quite fully 
early German immigration to the American col- 
onies, to vindicate the Hessian troops, and to do 
justice to the New Jersey Loyalists.

JOHN ERIcsson desired that if any biography 
of him was undertaken it should Le entrusted to 
his friend, Col. William C. Church, editor of the 
Army and Navy Journal, and the executors of 
the estate accordingly have turned over to Col. 
Church all the papers which could be useful in 
such a work. While it is true that Capt. Ericsson 
destroyed his diary, all his documents since 1860 
were preserved. In private letters and other pa- 
pers has been found abundant material relative to 


his youth and the influences which shaped his 
early career, Col. Church will contribute some 
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valuable papers embodying much of this material] 
to the fall numbers of Scridner’s Magazine which 
have been prepared by the help of these original 
documents. They will afterwards be expanded 
into an adequate biography. 


ZOLA is at present literally ‘‘ on the track” of 
documents fora new novel. Hesays that the new 
work is to be a tragic one—‘‘a study of what 
crime is capable of producing, and its effect on 
certain temperaments. As the deed is com- 
mitted on a railway, I have had to travel by 
train in all directions to gather the knowledge req- 
uisite to make the scene lifelike. The different 
phases of railway existence will, in fact, be one 
of the chief attractions of the book. It has given 
me more trouble than all the rest put together. 
As forthe judicial part of my story, that is com- 
paratively easy, and my studies of judges, juries, 
and advocates are almost complete. But my task 
on the whole has been very difficult. I little ex- 
pected to find railway life such a vast and intri- 
cate subject to deal with correctly in the narrow 
limits of a novel.”
